Mr.  Chairi-ian,  Ladies  and  Gcntlenen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presentin/j*  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  Deceeber  1961. 

The  nid-year  population,  as  estinated  by  the  Registrar  General,  was 
4»5i30,  a  decrease  oi  350  on  that  for  the  year  I960,  presunably  due  to 
changes  in  roilitary  personnel. 


Tho  total  nunber  of  births  v;as  56,  there  boing  no  deaths  of  children 
under  ono  year  of  age,  and  no  naternal  deaths  during  the  year  under  review. 


^  Deaths  totalled  42,  (48  in  I96O-,  gi  ving  a  death  rate  of  10. 63,  v;hich 
IS  lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  at  12.00. 


Prj.ncipal  causes  of  death  wore  -  15  heart  diseases  (14  in  i960} 
7  fron  cancer,  (5.  in  i960),  6  froD  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous 
19o0),  and  7  fron  other  circulatory  diseases  wore  recorded.

Moveable  Dt'/ellings 

During  the  year  there  v/as  one  licensed  and  one  unlicensed  caravan 

site  both  in  the  parish  of  Startforth^  together  ifTith  a  smaJJL  number  at 
isolated  caravans  In  various  parts  of  ■the  district* 

The  licensed  site  at  Startforth  is  approved  for  a  maximum  of  175 
ca??av£a-i3  and  during. the  year  that  figure  has  been  attained  on  a  number 
of  occasions.  The  site  is  generally  v/ell  conducted,  although  several 
extensions  of  the  amenities  provided  are  requdred  to  make  the  site  comply 
vdth  the  conditions  imposed  by  the  Council  under  the  I960  Caravan  Sites 
Act  end  some  of  these  are  no'.7  in  hand. 

Action  v/as  dr-stituted  during  the  year  by  the  Planning  Authority  under 
the  i960  Act  to  achieve  the  discontinuance  of  the  use  of  the  \mlicensed 
site  at  Startforth,  and  the  Minister  has  made  an  Order  for  its  closure 
at  the  end  of  1962. 

It  is  the  Council’s  policy  to  issue  site  licenses  for  numbers 
not  exceeding  three  holiday  vans  va.th  a  minimum  of  conditions 
compatible  v/ith  the  maintenance  of  hygiene,  but  for  sites  in  excess 
of  tha.t  number  the  conditions  are  based  closely  upon  the  model 
standards  laid  dov/n  by  the  Minister  under  Section  5  of  the  Act. 

Some  concern  has  been  felt  by  the  Council  over  one  instance 
which  has  come  to  their  notice  of  the  Caravan  Club’s  apparent 
failure  to  consult  v/ith  the  Planning  Authority  before  issuing  a 
certificate  under  Section  5  of  the  First  Schedule  of  the  Act. 
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Se’.Ycrago  and  Scv<nge  Disposal 

The  Council  has  disposal  v/orks  of  a  satisfactory  modem 
standard  at  Cotherstono,  Rccialdkirk  and  I.Iickloton,  in  each  of 
idiich  villages  there  is  a  satisfactory  system  of  se^7ers. 

TiTork  on  the  construction  of  severs  and  a  disposal  vrorks 
for  Bamingham  commenced  during  1961  but  further  administrative 
difficulties  held  up  the  finalising  of  the  scheme  for  Bovres  and 
Startforth  villages.  It  is  now  hoped  that  the  latter  of  those 
^-lll  commcaico  during  1962  and  the  former  shortly  thoreai’ter. 

Preparatory  ^rark  on  the  schemes  for  Boldron  and  Ovington 
are  now  at  an  advanced  stage  and  should  be  ready  to  start  in  1963. 

Water  Supply 

During  the  year  the  parishes  of  Mickleton,  Cotherstono, 

Romaldkirk,  Lartington,  Barforth  and  Ovington  v.ere  supplied  by  the 
Toes  Valley  and  Cleveland  Tater  Board  and  the  parish  of  Startforth 
by  the  Barnard  Castle  Urban  District  Council.  The  Council  operated 
undertakings  in  the  parishes  of  Bamingham,  Boldron,  Bo'.'es,  Holvdck, 
Hutton  Ilagna  and  Kundcrthwaitc. 

Agreement  v/as  reached  with  the  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  T^atcr 
Board  over  regrouping  and  arrangements  made  for  the  transfer  of  the 
Council  controlled  supplies  to  the  Board  on  1st  April,  1962. 

Negotiations  v.lth  the  Board  led  to  the  laying  of  a  -^ra-ter  main  in  the 
Thorpe  Hall/South  Thorpe  area  and  in  the  preparation  of  schemes  for 
a  sui^ply  to  Hokeby  and  for  the  replacement  of  the  village  supply  at 
Hutton  l.Iagna  \.lth  v/atcr  from  the  Board’s  trunk  main. 

During  the  year  21  samples  of  vra.ter  Averc  taken  for  Bacteriological 
examination  of  v/hich  14  were  satisfactory’’  and  7  unsatisfactory.  No 
samples  for  chemical  examination  were  taken.  V.'here  an  unsatisfactory 
report  \.as  received  on  a  sample  frcaii  a  public  supply  an  immediate 
investigation  into  the  cause  was  made  and  immediate  measures  taken. 

’:.bcre  an  \ansatisfactory  report  v/as  received  on  a  private  water  supply 
the  persons  concerned  were  inforraed  and  advice  given  as  to  appropriate 
measures  to  be  taken. 

869  houses  are  connected  to  the  public  water  mains  ('with  an 
estimated  population  of  2,950)  and  583  houses  are  dependant  on 
private  supplies. 
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Housing 

The  Council  oxjns  eighty-six  Council  Houses,  six  of  v/hich  xrcro 
erected  in  the  inter-v/ar  years.  They  also  ovai  four  bungalows  \.iiich 
v/cre  converted  from  the  former  Infectious  Diseases  Isolation  Hospital 
with  assistance  under  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  and  eleven  old  people’s 
bungaloviTS.  It  is  hoped  to  erect  further  old  people’s  bungalov/s  in  the 
near  future. 

During  the  year  applications  have  been  received  for  standard 
improvement  grants  and  sixteen  grants  were  approved.  Applications 
from  property  o\mers  for  discretionary^’  improvement  grants  were  received 
and  considered  on  their  merits.  During  1961  six  applications  were 
approved. 

Rodent  Control 


During  the  year  a  total  of  26  treatments  for  the  elimination 
of  rats  and  mice  were  carried  out  using  the  methods  advocated  by  the 
IVIinistry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood. 
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
